SWIMMING IN RED INK 


When 1967 began, econom- 
ists thought the national eco- 
nomic situation had a danger- 
ous pallor. Now the pallor has 
deepened, and the patient 
seems in ‘teal trouble. Unless 
the right medicine is given. the 
United States could face ter- 
rible economic illness in the 
next fiscal year — the worst 
case of "deficititis" since the 
end of World War Il. 

The new year began with 
President Lyndon- Johnson's 
estimate of an $8 billion de- 
ficit in the fiscal year com- 
mencing July 1. In recent days 
however, Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Henry H. Fowler gave 
a SI! billion forecast for the 
deficit when he asked Con- 
gress to hike the debt ceiling 
to $365 billion. 

Mr. Fowler's forecast is bas- 
ed on the assumption that 
business activity will accelerate 
rapidly and that the Congress 
will approve the six per cent 
tax surcharge sought by the 
President. 

The calculations of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury could 
prove to be overly optimistic 
Some economic observers are 
of the view that the deficit 
could pass the $20 billion mark 
If this stupendous deficit de- 
velops. the American people 
will really feel its impact in 
terms of -runaway inflation, 
tight money, whopping taxes, 
and, in all likelihood, unwel- 


fense are necessary expendi- 
tures for the safety and sur- 
vival of the American people 
Americans are ready to double 
defense spending if the secur- 
ity of the Republic is at stake 

The fact is that in recent 
years non-defense spending has 
climbed faster than defense 
spending. Six years ago, spend- 
ing on defense amounted to 
$44.7 billion. In the current 
fiscal year, defense spending 
totals $68.7 billion. or an in- 
crease of $4 per cent 

But consider the other side 
of the picture, In 1961, non- 
defense spending was $36.8 
billion. Today, it totals $58.7 
billion. or a rise of 59 per 
cent 

In May Presi- 
dent Johnson pledged to carry 
on the Great Society's, lavish 
*programs and to augment them 
He refused to cut back on the 
wasteful War on Poverty. 
which hasn't helped the poor 
By promoting the Great Soc- 
iety at this time, he apparent- 
ly hopes to regain favor with 
radical groups such as Amer- 
icans for Democratic Action, 
which have condemned the ef- 
fort in Vietnam. 

Mr. Johnson refuses to make 
a guns or butter choice. He 
intends to buy the guns, but 
he also intends to give away a 
lot of the highest grade butter 
— in the form of welfare 
subsidies of one kind or an- 
other. He gives "renticare" and 


moreover. 


"headstart" programs high 
priority, despite the pressing 
need for cutbacks in this area 
in order to assure adequate 
funds for defense and stability 
in the national economy. The 
Office of Economie Opport- 
unity is screaming for more 
money to spend in the nation’s 
big cities this summer — a 
form of federal tribute design- 
ed to appease protest groups. 

Unquestiaonably, the Amer- 
can economy is very strong 
and sound.

But 
even the: strongest economy 
cannot withstand irresponsible 
spending. 

1f war imposes a strain, then 
it is essential to remove other 
strains such as the federal 
government's commitment to 
welfarism 

If President Johnson refus- 
es 10 acknowledge this econo- 
mic fact of life, he will have 
the American people swimming 
in red ink by the time he ends 
his term in office. Overspend- 
ing on welfarism is what has 
wrecked Britain. The U. S. 
should take note of this hor- 
rible example and turn away 
from the brink

FLORIDA GARDENING 


BY DR. T. J, SHEEHAN 

Few people realize it but spanish mass, so familiar to 
the Florida scene. is a full sister to the pineapple, which is also 
grown here in the Sunshine State 

Both are members of a family of plants called brome- 
liads (pronounced bro-mil'-e-ads), Few families in the plant 
kingdom surpass bromeliads in variation of size, shape and 
foliage color. 

They are adapted to growing conditions found in the 
normal home and require little care. These two character- 
istics make them excellent house 

Bromeliads are members of the pineapple family, native 
to the American Tropics. They are air plants and, in natural 
situations, grow on trees by attaching special root structures

to the bark covering host tree branches and trunk. Unlike 
missletoe and other parasitis plants, however. they do not 
invade the deeper tissues of the tree. 

Bromeliads are sometimes cultivated by attaching to 
larger plants or fibrous stumps to simulate a natural display. 
Or, they may be planted in containers or in ground beds sup- 
ported by soil mixtures around the roots. 

Leaves may be green, gray or maroon, spotted or striped.

They range from grass-like and less than two inches long ( 
to broad and several feet long. 

Bromeliads may be propagated by offsets, but since only 
a limited number are produced on most species, most are pro- 
pagated from seed. 

Seeds are sown on the surface of finely screened soil 
or sphagnum moss. If soil is used, it should contain 50 to 
75 percent organic matter. The flat should be covered with 
glass to protect seeds and maintain high humidity, 

Transplanting can be directly to individual pots when 
plants are about two inches tall, or-(o “community pots" as 
soon as they can be handled. Wsing the latter method the ( 
seedings generally develop a little foster than when left in the 
original seed flat 

Most bromeliads grow best in very porous, organic med- 
ium, such as equal parts of peat moss, leaf mold and sand. 
Chopped osmunda, bark or tree fern fiber may be substituted 
for peat moss.
